Such  is  the  official  title  of  the  representative  of  the  Crown  in  the 
greatest  of  the  Dominions  of  the  British  Empire,  occupying  an 
office  the  duties  of  which  are  to  assemble  and  to  prorogue  Par- 
liament, to  assent  or  reserve  i'  •-■  hills  passed  hy  Parliament  in 
matters  of  Imperial  interest,  to  onsult  with  the  King's  Privy 
Cxnincil  for  Canada  and  submit  their  views  to  the  Secretary  ot 
State  in  England,  while  he  is  experted  to  keep  himself  entirely 
aloof  from  party  political   controversy. 

*  Representing  one  of  the  most  powerful  of  the  great  English 
families,  Victor  Christian  William  Cavendish,  ninth  Duke  ot 
Devonshire,  came  into  the  inheritance  of  a  great  tradition  of 
democracy  which  makes  him  peculiarly  fitted  for  his  dealings 
with  the  Canadian  people. 

•  The  Cavendishes   have  been   for   three  centuries   the   b;>nncr

It  was  Jiiriii«  the  resi- 
dence of  the  Marquis  of  Lansdowne  tliat  the  last  spike 
o(  the  C:anadian  Paeitic  Railway  was  driven  at  Oaiuel- 
laehie,  B.C.,  in    188S.    The  present  Duchess  ot   I\-vo!i- 
shire  was  only  a  (iirl  at  the  time,  hut  has  doubtless  a 
vivid  recollection  of  this  historic  .noment  in  the  history 
o(  C^anada's  ureatest  transcontinental  railway  system. 
*;  No  English  family  has  had  a  finer  rcci>rd  of  fidelity  to 
constitutional    principles    than    the    C:avendishes.    They 
took  side  with  the  Patriot  Party  in  the  V  ir«inia  t:ompany 
which   granted  a  constitution   to  those   early  settlers  m 
North  America;  they  led  the  movement  which  resulted 
in  the  overthrinv  of  the  tyranny  of  the  Stuarts,  and  in 
more  recent  times  the  champion  of  the  recognition  o( 
the  people  in  the  Clovernm.-nt  of  Great  Britain  was  ihe 
present  Duke's  predecessor  in  the  title. 
•;  The    Cavendish    f    nily    has    been    a    family    of   ureat 
women  as  well  as  of  distimuished  men.    Bess  ot  Hard- 
wick,  who  died  in  1608,  and  was  thus  a  contemporary 
of  Shakespeare,  is  rightly  credited  as  the  founder  ot  its 
fortunes.   This  estimable  lady  jvas  the  third  wife  of  Sir 
William  Cavendish  and  bore  him  ei«ht  out  o\  his  sixteen 
children.    In  her  youth  a  jiVr^V  t'^M  her  that  so  lonji  as 
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EU:ab«th  Hardwicic   (Bess  of  Harjwick)

>4raiite.l  tin-  title  ot  Earl  ot  Devonshire  by  Janie,  I,  in- 
vesteJ  considerable  sums  in  coloniiinK  enterprises  su.ii 
as  the  Viruinia  C;i)mpany.  and  helped  m  the  plantation  ol 
the  Bermudas,  i<r  Somers  Island.  His  son  Lord  c:aven- 
dish.  atterwards  second  Earl  v>t  IX-vonshire,  was  a  sup- 
porter ot  the  Patriot  i  arty  in  the  Virginia  c:ompany, 
which  ur-">ted  a  constitution  to  the  original  English 
colonists  in  that  part  of  North  America.  The  Virginia 
(  ompany,  by  the  way,  Kranted  the  patent  ot  emigration 
which  enabled  the  "  Maytlower"  to  sail  tor  this  t:onti- 
nent  w  ith  the  Pilgrim  Fathers. 

•  This  second  Earl  enjoyed  his  title  tor  only  two  years, 
leaving  a  widow  and  three  chilJren.  During  the  troubled 
times  ot  the  t3reat  Rebellion  and  the  Commonwealth, 
the  family  was  so  identified  with  the  Royalist  cause  that 
Its  fortunes  were  imperilled,  but  the  Earl  himself  believed 
In  the  family  motto  ot  "Cavendo  tutus"  and  lived  in  safe 
retirement  in  the  country. 

«  His  son  William  Cavendish,  atterwards  first  Duke  o\ 
Pes  v.nshire,  joined  the  so-called  Country  Party  which  the 
arrogance  oi  the  Stuarts  forced  into  existence  after  the 
R.  -toration.   Purinnhis  youth  a  famous  duellist,  he  came

to  take  an  active  part  in  politics,  and  was  eventually  one 
of  the  leaders  ot  the  quiet  revolution  which  led  to  the 
expulsion  of  the  Stuarts  and  the  invitation  ot  William  ot 
Orange  to  the  English  throne.  William  of  Orange  showed 
his  gratitude  by  making  the  Earl  a  Duke,  who  accord- 
ing to  the  preamble  to  his  patent  is  described  as  "a  true 

asserter  of  liberties,  stood  always  for  the  laws 

so  restoring  the  ancient  right  and  religion." 
*  The  second  Duke  of  Devonshire  was  described  by  a 
contemporary  as  " a  bold  oiator  and  zealous  asserter  ot 
the  liberty  oi  the  pei>ple,"  and  introduced  the  bill  which 
is  still  the  English  law  for  septennial  Parliaments.  His 
brother  James  matried  Anne,  daugiuer  of  Elihu  Yale,  the 
ftiunder  of  Yale  University. 

*^,  The  third  Duke  was  a  popular  and  successtul  Lord 
Lieutenant  of  Ireland,  whose  tactful  admini>rration  won 
the  appro\  al  of  the  Parliament  of  Dublin. 
V  A  rich  marriage  brought  vast  estates  and  stately  man- 
sions, such  as  Burlington  House  and  Lismore  C'astle,  into 
the  fjssession  o(  the  fourth  Duke  of  Devonshire,  who 
followed  in  his  tather's  footsteps  by  being  both  a  notable 
Whig  '  he  was  nicknamed  the  Prince  of  Whigs  i  and  Lord 
Lieutenant  ot  Ireland,  an  otfice  which  he  used  to  restore 
harmony  between  bitterly  conflicting  factions  and  reli- 
gion. 

*  The  fifth  Duke  had  little  taste  tor  public  life.  But  he 
had  sutficient  attraction  to  win  the  atiections  ot  two  ot 
the  most  brilliant  women  ot  the  reign  ot  George  111, 
Georgian.i  Point:,  his  tirst  DuchCss,  and  Lady  Elizabeth 
Fi>ster,  her   bosom    friend  and  ultimate  successi>r.   The

•  Altliouj^h  not  in  the  strict  line  ot  descent,  Henry 
Cavendish,  a  second  cousin,  deserves  at  least  passing 
mention,  I'or  in  addition  to  hein^  one  ot  the  most  nota- 
ble characters  of  his  time  he  was  the  d  coverer  ot  nitric 
acid  and  of  the  composition  of  water.  Immensely  rich, 
Henry  Cavendish  had  no  interest  except  in  his  work  and 
was  on  one  occasion  deeply  annoyed  at  bein^;  disturbed 
by  iiis  banker,  who  wished  to  know  how  the  -.ientist 
desired  to  invest  his  very  lar^e  balance. 

*  One  oi  Geor^iana's  rivals  in  society  was  Jane  Maxwell, 
[duchess  of  Gordon,  who  is  said  to  have  helped  the  Duke 
her  husband  to  raise  the  Gordon  Highlanders  by  otferin'4 
.1  kiss  to  each  recruit.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the 
present  Duchess  of  Devonshire  is  a  direct  descendant  ot 
this  Duchess  of  Gordon,  and  that  an  ancestral  rivalry  has 
thus  ended  in  the  happy  consummation  ot  a  marriage 
ix'tween  the  two  houses.  One  of  Jane  Maxwell's  daughters 
w  as  Charlotte,  wife  of  that  Duke  of  Richmond  who  be- 
came Gov  ernor  oi  Canada  and  died  of  the  bite  ot  a  tox 
in  181^).  This  great  dame  it  was  who  gave  the  famous 
ball  interrupted  by  the  Battle  of  Waterloo.  The  other 
daughter  Georgiana  married  the  fourth  Duke  ot  Bedford 
and  became  thereby  the  great-grandmother  ot  the  present 
Duchess  of  Devonshire. 

V  The  sixth  Duke  of  Devonshire  was  like  his  mother 
tieorgiana,  strikingly  handsome  and  huish  in  his  hi>spi- 
tality,  his  entertainment  at  Moscow  on  the  occasion  ot

iinnals  ot  En^lisli  embassies.  Ho  Jicd  a  bachelor,  so 
tliat  tlu'  succession  reverted  to  a  cousin,  j^reat-jirandsun 
ot  the  tourth  Earl. 

*  VC'illiaiii  Cavendish,  seventh  Duke  ot  Pevonshire,  iiad 
a  brilliant  career  at  Cambridjje,  yraduatint;  in  182^  as  sec- 
ond w  rangier  in  mathematics  and  ei^iith  classic.  Succeed- 
ini;  in  18U  tt)  the  Earldom  of  Burlint;ton,  he  supported 
many  democratic  measures  which  found  few  other  sup- 
porters in  the  House  of  Lords.  Deeply  interested  in  the 
promotion  of'  science  and  technical  edtication,  he  was 
President  ot  the  Royal  C'ommission  on  Technical  and 
Scientific  Instruction,  first  President  of  the  Iron  and  Steel 
Institute,  founder  of  the  Royal  A;4ricultural  Society,  and 
creator  of"  the  i^reat  industrial  city  of  Barrow-in-Furness. 
*|  Spencer  Compton  Ca\endish,  Marcjuis  ot  Hartin^ton, 
and  afterwards  the  ei^iifh  Duke  of  Hex unsiiire,  electrified 
the  House  of  C'oinmons  by  yawniiTj  in  the  middle  ot  his 
maiden  speech.  "  He'll  do,"  said  Disraeli,  wiio  admired 
^elt-possession  in  otlurs  a>  well  as  in  himself.  I  he 
N  luis  took  passage  in  tiie  "  CSreat  Eastern  "  tor  tiie 
L'nited  States  in  1867  to  study  the  conditions  of  the  dis- 
location of  industry  resulor  ,  from  the  Civil  War,  and 
was  joined  in  New  York  by  his  father  and  brother,  the 
father  of  the  present  Duke,  iveturnin^  to  Enjiland  he 
became  in  turn  C^ivil  Lord  oi  Admiralty,  Secretary  of 
War,  Postmaster-Ceneral  i  durinj:  his  office  the  Govern- 
ment took  o\er  the  teles^raphs,  and  tiie  halfpenny  post- 
card was  introduced  ,  Secretary  of  Ireland,  and  then  when 
the  CA)nser\atives  came  into  power  Leader  ot  the  Liberal 
party  in  the  House  of'  Commons.     I'ntil    1885   he  was 
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the  riyht-hnnd  man  oi  Mr.  Gladstone,  but  on  the  intro- 
duction of  the  Home  Rule  Pill  hu.ke  with  the  "t'.raiul 
Old   Man"   and   helped    to   tounil    the   I'nioniNt   party. 
Although  many  times  offered  the  Premiership,  this  Duke 
oi  Dewnshire  as  often  refused,  preferrin;.;  to  remain   the 
power  behind  the  throne.     The  one  ureat  tragedy  oi  the 
family    happened    in    his    life    when    his    brother.   Lord 
^-rederick  C',ivendi>h,  was  assassinated  in  Phoenix  Park. 
•  The  present  Duke  is  said  to  be  the  only  Duke  who  has 
iiad  praetical  business  training.     After  leaving  C:ambridue 
I'niversity  lie  joined  the  stafi  oi   a   firm  ot  accountants 
in  London.     After  that  he  went  throutzh  a  course  of  law 
before    entering    public    life    in    18^1    as   a   Member  oi 
Parlir.menr  for  West  Derbyshire,  a   seat  which   he   held 
till  he  succeeded  to  the  title  in  1908.     He  is,  next  to  the 
Crown,  one  of  the  largest  landowners  in  Enizland.  own- 
ing nearly  200,000  acres,  including  immense  mines.     He 
has   playvd    an    active    part    in    public   life   in    Ens^land. 
Twice   a    Mayor  of  Eastbourne,   in    WO^-l^lO,   mu\  of 
e:hesterfield,  in  U)l  1-1912,  he  was  a  Member  of  Parlia- 
ment before  succeedinji  to  the  titlo,  has  been  Treasurer 
ot  the  Household,  Financial  Secretary  to  the  Treasury, 
and  Civil  Lord  o{  the  Admiralty.    His  heir,  the  Marquis 
of  Hartinuton,  is  the  eldest  oi  seven  children.   Like  most 
i>f  his  ancestors,  the  Duke  of  Devonshire  has  taken  a 
deep  interest  in  education  and  is  Chancellor  of  the  Uni- 
versity o\  Leeds.    It  is,  therefore,  only  natural  to  belie\e 
that  the   .\ide  experience  of  His  Grace  in  the  affairs  oi 
the  Empire  qualify  him  to  be  of  «feat  assistance  in  the 
tiovernment   of  v  .'anada,  and   \.  A   ensure   for  him    the 
deep-rooted  esteem  and  appreciation  which  were  so  freely 
and  so  earnestly  accorded  to   his   popular   predecessor, 
H.R.H.  the  Duke  of  Connau>:ht. 
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
